MR.  WANG  TALKS 
ON  CHINA 


Mr.  Wang,  a  native  of  China,  lec¬ 
tured  to  the  student  body  of  G.  S. 
C.  on  Saturday  evening,  March  12. 
Mr.  Wang  lectured  on  existing  con- 
dtiony  in  his  own  native  country,  Mr. 
Wang  has  been  in  America  only  three 
years.  During  those  years,  he  has 
traveled  all  over  the  country  delight¬ 
ing  large  audiences  by  his  lectures. 
It  has  always  been  difficult  for  Amer- 
cans  to  distinguish  between  Chinee, 
Chinese,  and  Chinaman.  During  the 
course  of  the  lecture  Mr.  Wang,  very 
clearly  explained  the  uses  of  these 
three  terms.  Very  ably,  and  convin¬ 
cingly  Mr.  Wang  discussed  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  the  China  of  today  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  those  of  other  nations.  Very 
interestingly,  he  pictured  the  life  in 
China. 

The  lecture  given  on  Saturday  was 
on  the  subject  that  has  been  discuss¬ 
ed  on  our  campus  very  frequently 
during  the  last  month.  The  world 
Fellowship  Department  of  Y.  W.  C. 
A.  sponsored  a  number  of  open  for¬ 
ums.,  discussion,  and  an  interclass 
debate  on  China.  A  great  interest  in 
China  has  been  aroused  on  our.  cam¬ 
pus.  Other  foreign  nations;  their  cus¬ 
toms,  needs,  their  relations  to  Amer¬ 
ica,  and  our  responsibility  as  stu¬ 
dents  of  helping  them  solve  their 
problems,  have  also  been  topics  of 
discussions.
